THROUGH CONVENTION 


SENATOR 
SKOGOMO FATHERS 


BILL CALLING FOR CONSTJ- 
- TUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


AMENDMENTS DESIRED 


Since Supreme Court Has 
Declared 


Important Amendments Unlaw- 


ful,

Madison, Wis., Feb. 16.—A resolu- 
tion for the calling of a constitution- 
al convention was 
introduced in- the 
senate today by Senator 
George B. 
Skogomo of River Falls. Under the 
.terms of th'e state constitution the 
'legislature 
must 
approve 
of this 
resolution before it can bo submitted 
to the people for approval. If ap- 
proved at the polls a convention is 
called, the succeeding legislature pre- 
scribing the procedure. Senator Sko- 
gomo is prompted in this move by the 
fact that the state supreme court 
has recently declared illegal the fran- 
chise amendment to the constitution 
and the amendment to permit the 
building of the 
state forestry re- 
serve. Both of these 
amendments 
have been declared legally untenable 
because they are not properly recorded 
•in the records of both, houses. It is 
the belief of Senator Skogomo that 
the court ruling in the franchise and 
forestry cases will disclose that prac- 
tically all constitutional amendments 
adopted since 1S65 are illegal. If thial 
be true he declares that the income 
tax amendment, the amendment in- 
creasing 
the size of the 
supreme 
court from five to seven; the amend- 
ment permitting the building of state 
highways with state aid; the amend- 
ment permitting an increase of the 
salary of circuit and supreme court 
.judges, the banking la\v amendments, 
the" anti-pass amendment and nearly 
a dozen others of lesser importance, 
are all invalid. 
Fsir-Reachinq Effect. 
"Justice Marshall's opinions in the 
Marcus franchise 
case 
and in 
the 
forestry case are of far-reaching ef- 
fect." said Senator Skogmo in explain- 
ing his reasons for the 
calling of a 
constitutional convention. In 
effect 


the. decisions hold that the franchise 
amendment was not legally recorded 
on the records of the legislature.'aTid 
Is therefore invalid, and similar in- 
firmities are lodged against the con- 
stitutional amendment permuting the 
forestry reserve. If this ruling is ap- 
plied, undoubtedly 
all amendments 
adopted since ISfiS are illegally adopt- 
ed, ant! it retrains for the court, as a 
body, to deride which o£ these amend- 
ments, though illegally passed, shall 
be allowed 
to stand because long 
sanctioned 
by 
the . people. Under 
these circumstances the citizens of 
Wisconsin are faced with a problem 
which only a 
constitutional conven- 
tion can speedily solve. In this case 
•we grono in the dark until we know 
definitely which constitutional amend- 
ments will stand and which shall fall, 
under the strict technical rule laid 
down by the supreme court. 


Power of Voters. 
"The' recent decisions of 
Justice 
Marshall in the -franchise 
and for- 
estry cases seem far fetched. 
This 
matter involves hundreds 
of 
thou- 
sands of dollars of useless litigation. 
It entirely unsettles our law, both 
constitutional and statutory. It does 
not seem to have even the wfight of 
judicial authority to support it, for 
it is well established 
that even ,f 
any remedy was necessary, it should 
have been by injunction 
to prevent 
constitutional amendments 
from go- 
ing on the ballot. Once on the ballot 
under the caption of a constitutional 
amendment, submitted to a conven- 
tion of the whole people voting in the 
different nrecinets of the 
state, ap- 
proved by them, what ajthority 
is 
there to say that the great function 
of the people did not thereby correct 
every technical and 
clerical 
error 
in the passage' through 
the 
legisla- 
ture? The people, acciuiesced in hav- 
ing these 
amendments put 
before 
them. If the above is not the right 
law. and if the 
decision of the 
su- 
preme court stands, it means that the 
slip of a pen or the poor eyesight of 
a proof-reader takes the place of the 
will of the. entire people expressed 
throueh the ballot box. Far 
above 
the rr.istnfces of clerks must be the 
maxim. The will of the people must be 
the law of the land.' 
"It would hardly seem sound rea- 
son to say that the rule laid down by 
the constitution, as 
interpreted 
by 
the judges, can bind absolutely-a fu- 
ture constitutional amendment. Sup- 
pose that the 
constitution 
provided 
no way of amendment, shall it follow 
that we cannot amend the constitu- 
tion in the same RT..V that constitu- 
tions were first adopted? It is hard- 
ly reasonable to believe that such a 
urovjsion would be binding express- 
ly if the people have, by 
whatever 
means, had a chance to pass unou 
the 
amendment in 
question. One 
constitution 
cannot 
bind 
another, 
any more than one legislature 
can 
say that another cannot pass a cer- 
tain law. The ccurt says very freely 
in the Marcus ca.se that it does not 
know exactly what 'entered on the 
journal' means. 
After trying to find 
out what it means, the court says in 
the Marcus case: 'Nothing further 
need be said 
to 
demonstrate 
that 
there is an irreconsilable conflict in 
the authorities.' If this is true here, 
should the court go out of its way to 
defeat the expressed will of the peo- 
ple of this state? Under these cir- 
cumstances it would mean that a con- 
stitutional 
convention 
is 
logically 
necessary" 


Make Laws Legal. 
'Whether risrht or wrong. Justice 
Marshall's decision is now the 
'su- 
preme law of the 
land.' It. leaves 
the great body of our constitutional 
law embraced in and 
dependent on 
the manv amendments adopted since 
the Civil war to meet changed eco- 
nomic and industrial conditions, un- 
settled and uncertain. It 
discredits 
•numerous statute 
laws enacted 
by 
the legislature in reliance on these 
constitutional amendments. It is un- 
thinkable that the people can permit 
such a condition-to 
continue. We 
cannot go on doing business, paying 
taxes and holding our liberties and 
property 
rights .affected 
by these 
amendments and these laws upon the 
mere speculation 
that the 
supreme 
court may ultimately after long and 
involved litigation hold 
some 
good 
and some bad. 
"The constitution and laws must 
be established so that 
people may 
know what rights they have secured 
and what rules of conduct they im- 
pose in personal affairs, in business 
nnd in nublic affairs. 
The only way 
bv which this result 
can be accom- 
plished with any reasonable prompt- 
ness is by 
calling a 
constitutional
